Houston, Tex., July 23.—Twenty- 
one reported dead, eight injured and 
a property loss totalling $1,230,000, is 
the result of the storm which raged 
over the Southern coast of Texas, ac­ 
cording to latest dispatches received. 


OBJECTED TO DEPORTATION 


New Orleans, ' July 23.—Eighteen 
persons dead and sixteen seriously 
hurt and property damage exceeding 
$1,000,000 as far as can be ascer­ 
tained is the grim record resulting 
from the destructive sweep of the 
hurricane along the Louisiana and 
Texas coasts. 
The number of dead as reported 
from various towns and cities is as 
follows: 
Texas—Bay City, 3; Galveston, 4; 
Eagle Lake, I; Wharton, I; Kendle­ 
ton, I: Ramsey. I; El Campo, I; 
Palacios, 4. 
Louisiana—Mudd Pass, 2. 
The number seriously injured is re­ 
ported as follows: 
From Texas points—Eagle Lake, I; 
Bay City, 15. 
That the hurricane which swept the 
gulf coast of Texas and Louisiana 
levied a far heavier toll in loss of 
life and property damage than at 
first supposed was indicated when 
points which had been cut off from 
communication again got in touch 
with the outside world. Many isolat­ 
ed places yet remain to be heard from 
and anything like a full list of dead 
and Injured may not be completed for 
several days. 
That the property loss will run into 
the millions was made a certainty 
when whole towns which were not at 
first believed to have suffered were 
definitely 
reported to have 
been 
wrecked. 
Fatalities are reported from many 
sources. 


Gypsies Fought Immigration Inspectors 
at Brooklyn. 
New York, July 23.—A pitched bat­ 
tle was fought in Brooklyn between 
immigration inspectors and a band of 
twenty-four gypsies who were being 
deported 
to 
South 
America. The 
trouble had its origin in the refusal 
of the gypsies to board the steamei 
Verdi, which was to take them to 
Buenos Ayres. In the heat of the 
melee several children of the band 
were injured by reason of their pa­ 
rents using them as shields. In sew 
oral instances the parents pushed the 
bodies of children against the inspec 
tors, who were trying to drive them 
from a tug to the steamer. One lit 
tie girl was unconscious when the 
vessel sailed with the gypsies. The 
gypsies believed they were to be re­ 
turned to Russia, their home, and 
when they realized that they must 
go back to South America, which 
country they had just left, their rage 
knew no bounds. The women fought 
with more fury than the men. One 
rigged woman used iron camp kettles 
whenever she got within ref ch of a 
hostile head. When the Veffii sailed 
her unwilling passengers were hud 
died astern nursing their wounds.

SAVED FROM DEATH IN STORM 


Five Hurricane Victims Picked Up 
Off a Reef. 
Galveston, Tex., July 23.—As if 
from the bottom of the sea, five of 
the storm-wrecked victims from the 
Tarpon fishing pier were picked up 
alive off Redfish reef in the upper 
Galveston bay opposite North Gal­ 
veston. The rescued are: 
Ray G. Telshom of Houston, Ever­ 
ett Lewis, bartender at pier; C. D. 
Hopkins of Galveston, John Forrest, 
colored, an employe at the pier; 
Charles Johnson, colored porter at 
pier. 
With the first report of the rescue 
of these men, hope for the safety of 
the other five persons is much stron­ 
ger, although it is feared the others, 
who were not very robust, have suc­ 
cumbed to the ordeal of twenty-four 
hours in the water. Those still un­ 
accounted for are: 
Captain R. L. Bettison and wife; 
C. H. Dailey, circulation manager of 
the Tribune; Mrs. Charles Johnson 
and a man presumed to be from Grove­ 
land, Tex., but whose name has not 
been learned. 


RECOVERING 
FROM 
STORM 


Bay City Under Martial Law and in 
Darkness. 
Bay City, Tex., July 23.—Under 
martial law and in darkness, its water 
supply cut off and a lack of help to 
clear away the ruins, Bay City is 
slowly recovering from the storm 
which spent its force upon this vi­ 
cinity. One life was lost, that of an 
infant, while others suffered injury 
by flying glass or falling debris. 
The property loss will total $250,- 
000, which includes a $125,000 dam­ 
age to public water works. Esti­ 
mates as to the crop damage are im­ 
possible. 


Minnesota Woman a Suicide. 
Kearney, Neb., July 23.—Mrs. L. N. 
Mills of Winona, Minn., who has been 
visiting her daughter, Mrs. St. John, 
at this place, committed suicide by 
lumping into the Platte liver. Mrs. 
Mills, who had been suffering from 
mental trouble# in company with a 
party of women, was crossing the 
bridge near here in a buggy, and 
without warning sprang into the river. 
Her body was recovered. 


Paris, July 23.—Aristide Briand, 
scholar, orator and avowed Socialist, 
and architect of the final chapters of 
the separation law, was summoned 
to the Elysee palace and asked to re­ 
construct the Clemenceau cabinet. M. 
Briand promised hi$ answer soon, 
stating during the course of an inter­ 
view, that unless he could unite the 
Republican groups he would go no 
farther. 
President Fallleres, upon the advice 
of the parliamentary leaders whom 
he was constitutionally obliged to 
consult, intended to make the first 
offer of the premiership to Leon 
Bourgeois, former minister of foreign 
affairs, but the delay in M. Bour­ 
geois’ arrival in Paris and doubt re­ 
garding hit acceptance of the post, 
induced the president to save time 
by offering the premiership to M. 
Briand, who already is consulting 
with hi® colleagues with a view to 
the reconstruction of the cabinet. 
This, it is expected, will be ef­ 
fected by the shifting of some of the 
portfolios and the retention of all 
the ministers except MM. Piquart, 
Pickard and Millies-La Croix, respec­ 
tively ministers of war, the navy and 
colonies. The programme of the re­ 
tiring government will be adopted, 
but probably will be extended to in­ 
clude the passage at the October ses 
Sion of the bill relating to electoral 
reform, which provides for voting by 
departments, with proportional repre­ 
sentation, instead of the present 
choice of deputies by arrondisse 
ments, or small districts. 


WOMEN TO END BICKERINGS 


Organize an Anglo-German 
Entente 
Committee. 
London. July 23.—A woman’s An­ 
glo-German entente committee with 
the object of striving to put an end 
to the incessant bickerings between 
the two nations, was organized at the 
residence of David Lloyd-George, the 
chancellor of the exchequer. The 
meeting was addressed by several 
members of parliament and influential 
women and a letter was read from

Wolff-Metternich, 
the 
German ambassabor to Great Britain, 
expressing interest in the movement 
and wishing it every success. 


Witnesses Who Testify Before Court 


of Inquiry Which la Investigating 


the Death of Lieutenant Sutton Fail 


to Agree— Question 
Has Assumed 


Importance in the Face of Other 


Evidence on the Tragedy. 


Annapolis, Md., July 23.—The re­ 
markable variance in the testimony 
of some of the naval officers who are 
witnesses before the court of inquiry 
which is investigating the circum­ 
stances surrounding the death of 
Lieutenant James N. Sutton at the 
naval academy two years ago, was 
emphasized at the day’s hearing by 
contradictory- evidence as to the lo­ 
cation of the bullety wound which 
caused the young Oregonian’s death. 
The question of the location of the 
wound has assumed importance Tn 
the face of other evidence given, as 
it would appear that it would have 
been a much more difficult matter for 
Sutton to have shot himself, lying 
prone on the ground with three men 
on top of him, if the bullet entered 
the top of his skull, as Surgeon 
George Pickrell, in charge of the ma­ 
rine hospital at that time, who ex­ 
amined Sutton's body, testified it did. 
Colonel Charles A. Doyen, comman­ 
dant of marines at the time, and who 
holds the same post now, testified 
that he examined Sutton’s body imme­ 
diately after the shooting, felt the 
wound in his head, and that it was 
located on the right side, a little be­ 
hind and on a line with the top of 
the ear. Dr. Pickrell thought Sutton 
might have inflicted the wound upon 
himself, as he described it, but he 
made an unconvicing and awkward 
demonstration in court with the re­ 
volver, and a free right arm. to get 
the weapon in a position which would 
have sent the bullet into his head 
at the point where he testified it en­ 
tered Sutton’s head. 


Considerable Progress Made. 
Considerable progress was made at 
the hearing and three more witnesses 
were disposed of. Besides Surgeon 
Pickrell’8 and Colonel Doyen's tes­ 
timony. Mr. Davis, counsel for Sut­ 
ton’s mother and sister, finished the 
cross-examination of Lieutenant Will­ 
ing. 
Willing made an obstinate and un­ 
satisfactory witness under cross-ex­ 
amination. 
The few discrepancies 
which Mr. Davis drew from him by 
reading the record of his description 
of the scene of the shooting at the 
former inquiry, were readily conceded 
by Lieutenant Willing, with the re­ 
mark that he testified from the best 
of his recollection on both occasions. 
Mr. Davis tried to find out from all 
the witnesses what became of Sut­ 
ton’s two revolvers following the 
shooting. 
Colonel Doyen testified that he saw 
them and ordered Lieutenant Willing 
to take charge of them, but he did 
not know what became of them until 
they finally got into his hands at the 
inquest. 
It was apparent no one of the offi­ 
cers wanted to assume the responsi­ 
bility of having the weapons about 
him immediately after the shooting. 
Sergeant James de Hart of the ma­ 
rine corps, the last witness at the 
day’s session, testified that some offi­ 
cer at the scene of the shooting hand 
ed him a revolver with the curt com­ 
mand to “take this.” 
It was dark and he could not see 
who the officer was. De Hart soon 
afterward threw the revolver into the 
bushes on his way to the barracks, 
and on going to look for it next morn­ 
ing could not find it, he testified.

KILLED BY UNKNOWN MAN 


Montana Woman Murdered In 
Hot 
Springs Hotel. 
Hot Springs, Ark., July 23.—With 
her husband a witness to the attack, 
but too enfeebled to ald in the strug­ 
gle, an unknown man, presumably a 
burglar, unable to free himself from 
the grasp of Mrs. Elie P. Dorrence 
of Helena, Mont., shot and killed the 
woman in her apartments at a local 
hotel.

Boys Cause Fatal Wreck. 
New York, July 23.—‘Mischievous 
boys soaped an incline track on the 
Brooklyn rapid transit system in 
Brooklyn, causing a heavily loaded 
flat car to slide off aDd crash into a 
trolley car. One woman passenger, 
Mtr. Mary McLaughlin, had her skull 
fractured and will die. Two other 
women and one man were seriously 
Injured. The boys have not been ar­ 
rested. 


WISCONSIN TROOPS 


HELD IN READINESS 


Further Rioting Is Anticipated 
at Kenosha. 


Kenosha, Wis., July 23.—^Anticipat­ 
ing a further outbreak following the 
rioting at the plant of the N. R. Allen 
Sons’ company, tanners, when three 
strikers were shot, state troops are 
being beld in readiness in Milwaukee 
to proceed on a moment’s notice to 
take charge of the situation here. A 
large force of deputy sheriffs, armed 
with riot guns is guarding the tan­ 
nery. Hundreds of the striking em­ 
ployes, nearly all of whom are either 
lithuanians, Poles or Hungarians, 
stood in sullen groups about the plant 
throughout the day and until late in 
the night. Others attended a meet­ 
ing called by the mayor, looking to­ 
ward a settlement of the strike. 
Since the rioting no serious dis­ 
turbance bas occurred. In the opin­ 
ion of the local authorities, however, 
little would be required to start vio­ 
lence afresh. General Otto H. Falk, 
In charge of the Wisconsin state 
troops, was on the ground and de­ 
clared that at the first sign of fur­ 
ther rioting he would order a troop 
of cavalry and two regiments of in­ 
fantry to the scene. The men were 
said to be under orders and a special 
train is held in readiness for their 
transportation. 
The rioting began when the guards 


attempted to disperse strikers who 
gathered in numbers about the en­ 
trance of the plant to jeer at 200 or 
more men who remained at work. As 
the last of the men entered a rush 
was made by those outside to go In­ 
to the building. 
Simultaneously a deputy and a po­ 
liceman were cut off by the strikers 
and attacked with bricks and clubs. 
The guards drew their revolvers and 
charged the mob, firing in the air. 
When the strikers retreated, one of 
their number was found to have been 
shot in the groin. He is believed*to 
be fatally injured. Deputy Sheriff 
Lewis 
Moorhouse 
and 
Policeman 
Nets Nelson, on whom the attack was 
made, were both painfully injured 
about the head. 
The shooting caused a cessation of 
hostilities at that point, but a few 
minutes later another riot occurred 
a block further along the street from 
the plant when the police attempted 
to arrest the leaders of the strikers. 
The police had made an arrest and 
were about to put their man in a pa­ 
trol wagon when the strikers again 
attacked them. In the fight that fol­ 
lowed two other strikers were were 
shot through the leg. The police as­ 
sert that the injuries to the strikers 
were occasioned either by the strik­ 
ers themselves in their excitement, or 
through glancing bullets. They de­ 
clare they fired in the air In every 
Instance. A dozen or more arrests 
followed and the police declare they 
have the worst agitators behind the 
bars. 


Farmer Killed by Lightning. 
Maeon City, la.. July 23.—Fred 
Badje, a young farmer, was instantly 
killed by lightning as he was driving 
a load of hogs to Titonka. His father, 
sitting by his side, was not injured. 


Four Killed by Train. 
Columbus, Miss., July 23.—Mrs. J. 
M. Holloway, her sister, Mrs. George 
Myers, and two of the former’s 
daughters, aged three and five, were 
killed here when a freight train 
hacked into a carriage in which they 
were riding. 


Cholera Situation Under Control. 
Bt Petersburg, July 23.—The chol­ 
era situation now seems to be well 
under control and the Russian au­ 
thorities are confident that it will not 
reach the proportions el the 190$ 
epidemic.

GLIMPSES OF PERSIA'S SHAH. 


Nationalists' Chief Opponent Is Largo* 
Iy Russian In Taste and Looks. 
Mohammed All, the present shah of 
Persia, who is said to have taken 
refuge in the Russian legation at 
Teheran from the attacks of the Na­ 
tionalists, succeeded the late shah, 
Muzaffar-ed-Din, in January, 1907. He 
was born in 1872 and was the favorite 
son of his father. 
When the Nation­ 
alists in the latter part of his father’s 
reign started a movement for a con­ 
stitution the heir apparent was their 
chief opponent. The display of force 
made by the Constitutionalists, how­ 
ever, forced the late shah to grant 
their demands. 
During his father’s reign Moham­ 
med All served first as provincial gov­ 
ernor over part of the Persian domin­ 
ions and subsequently as regent. His 
father had practically given up ruling 
the domain during his last illness, and 
the affairs of state were handled by 
the son. 
In these posts Mohammed 
All showed keen intelligence and abil­ 
ity. 
Mohammed is largely Russian in 
taste and appearance. 
He has kept 
Russian counselors around him. and 
he appointed Lieutenant Colonel Liah- 
koff, a Russian officer, to command his 
troops. In doing so he evidently look­ 
ed to the Russian government for sup­ 
port to keep him in power. He made 
treaties by which Russia and England 
were pledged to act In unison In all 
matters concerning Persia and as a 
result found both countries ready to 
help him with loans. 
Mohammed All has always feared 
Turkish aggression and the movement 
for constitutional government alike. 
He allowed parliament to meet, but 
soon got into trouble with it. Accord­ 
ing to the Persian constitution, the 
parliament had the right to choose 
and dismiss all cabinet officers. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, after some trouble, 
the 
shah’s ministers, much against his 
will, were dismissed for some act 
which did not accord with parlia­ 
ment’s views. 
The quarrel between the shah and 
parliament was aggravated by a plot 
in which one of his brothers was im­ 
plicated, together with several impor­ 
tant members of the Constitutionalist 
parliament. Two bombs were thrown 
at the shah_ while he was rldkig In 


February, 1008, but Both missed him. 
He considered parliament accessory to 
this attack and called upon it to give 
up the guilty members. This demand 
was met with open defiance, and the 
advisability of the shah’s deposition 
was openly discussed. 
The shah withdrew from his palace 
and intrenched himself on the out­ 
skirts of Teheran, sending Colonel 
Llahkoff with a body of royal troops 
to bombard the parliament building. 
Parliament was dispersed, and the 
constitution was withdrawn.

Brought About a Tangible Situation 


With Regard to the Tariff— Many 


Conferences Are Held, Concluding 


With a Consultation at the White 


House. 


Washington, 
July 
23.—President 
Taft has brought about a tangible 
situation with regard to the tariff 
where uncertainty existed before. 
The day was one of conferences 
and concluded with a consultation at 
the White House, participated in by 
the president, Senator Aldrich and 
Representative Payne, at which the 
chief executive was assured that a 
harmonious settlement of the differ­ 
ences 
existing 
between 
the 
two 
branches of congress is practicable. 
This conclusion was reached from 
the fact that harmony pervaded the 
various conferences held at the Capi­ 
tol. The senators opposed to the 
"free raw material” programme were 
consulted by Senator Aldrich, and a 
committee representing the same po­ 
sition on the house side held a confer­ 
ence with Chairman Payne. In addi­ 
tion the house conferees met in the 
afternoon to liave the experts of the 
senate finance committee explain the 
senate changes in the cotton schedule. 
It is evident that the president by 
Informing the conferees that the dis­ 
puted points were before them foi 
settlement, brought about a conditior 
that augurs well for an early agree­ 
ment on a conference report. Th* 
chief executive was able to get a bet­ 
ter insight into the obstacles to the 
“free raw materials” plan by his con­ 
ference with the two leaders than 
was possible in so large a gathering 
as that of Wednesday night. 
Senator Aldrich met a large num­ 
ber of senators who are opposed to 
free hides, coal and iron ore, and no 
encouragement was offered for the 
placing of any of these articles on the 
free list. In fact were It possible to 
get those senators to yield, the situa­ 
tion in the house would have to be 
dealt with. 
Protest Against the Plan. 
The “tariff insurgents” In the house 
who are opposed to free raw materials 
met again and adopted resolutions 
protesting against the plan. They 
designated 
Representatives 
Gaines 
(W. Va.), Mondell (Wyo.) and Ken­ 
nedy (O.) as a committee to confer 
with Represestative Payne. The lat­ 
ter did not offer the “insurgents”’ 
much encouragement. 
He explained 
that he was chairman of the commit­ 
tee which reported the tariff bill and 
that he was appointed as a conferee 
to have the house provisions adopted 
in preference to the senate provis­ 
ions. 
Representative Dwight, the Republi­ 
can “whip” of the house, conferred 
with Senator Aldrich and informed 
him that the anti-free-raw-matcrial 
sentiment in the house was a matter 
which required serious consideration. 
He said that its strength had grown 
to forty-five members. The advocates 
of dutiable hides in both houses de­ 
clare that a compromise is impossible, 
hut that they cannot consider the 
placing of these articles on the free 
list. One of the conferees declared 
that the plan to reduce the rates on 
leather goods to compensate for free 
hides was not feasible without long 
delay and that the president undoubt­ 
edly would accept the judgment of the 
conferees on this point. 
With regard to the free reciprocity 
provision on coal in the house bill 
there wa3 also a firm stand. The 
members interested in coal declared 
that such a provision would make the 
situation with regard to coal unten­ 
able for the operatives and that a re­ 
duction in the senate rate without a 
clause for reciprocal free trade was 
more 
acceptable. That 
a 
nominal 
duty on iron ore will be agreed to by 
the conferees was the Indication. No 
determination as to the rate has been 
suggested, but the opinion is ex­ 
pressed by several of the conferees 
that it will be one that will place 
the domestic and imported ores on ah 
equal footing at the Atlantic seaboard. 
It is understood that Representative 
Payne is insisting on absolutely free 
ore. Owing to the diversified opinions 
expressed with regard to oil, it is 
more than likely that the conference 
report will place petroleum on the 
free list without a 
countervailing 
duty proposition. The house “insur­ 
gents” have indicated their willing­ 
ness to concede free oil if the other 
raw materials are made dutiable. 
General discussion of the customs 
court and corporation tax provisions, 
and of the duties on cotton goods, 
gloves and hosiery took up the time 
of the conferees and adjournment was 
taken to permit a separate meeting 
of the house conferees. It was de­ 
cided that the headquarters of the 
customs court of appeals shall be lo­ 
cated in Washington.

Dr. Theobald von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, former secretary of the Interior 
and vice chancellor, who was recently 
appointed by the kaiser chancellor of 
the German empire in succession to 
Prince von Bulow, is a college friend 
of Emperor William II. 
They were 
fraternity brothers In the Borussia 
corps at Bonn, and during the entire 
reign of William Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg often has advised his majes­ 
ty. But he has shown a disinclination 
to accept high office. He Is a man of 
reserved and thoughtful habits and 
has been called “the philosopher states­ 
man.” 


Natural and Simple In Bearing. 
He is a tall man with a long face, 
emphasized by a small, dark, pointed 
beard. 
Emperor William often has 
found rest and comfort in Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s repose of man­ 
ner and agreeable conversation, and 
he is one of the few frequenters of 
the court whose bearing toward his 
majesty is natural and simple. 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg is of 
Jewish origin.

count of its religion and settled in 
Frankfort, where the men engaged in 
banking. 
H is great-grandmother mar­ 
ried John James Hollweg. who added 
his wife’s name to his own. 
His 
grandfather was the first member of 
the family to enter public service. He 
became a professor of jurisprudence 
at the Bonn university and received a 
patent of nobility for his learning. 
Later he was made a member of the 
Prussian diet and became active in 
the constitutional agitation of the for­ 
ties, and ten years later he was ap­ 
pointed to the Liberal cabinet as min­ 
ister of education. 
Often Rode With the Kaiser. 
Prince von Bulow’s successor is fifty- 
three years old. In youth he studied 
law, always the first step to a public 
career, and was appointed assistant 
Judge. Before he was thirty years old 
he was made district governor of Ober- 
Barnim and later became provincial 
president of Potsdam. For three years 
there he saw much of his majesty, and 
the two took long walks and rides to­ 
gether. It was the doctor’s custom to 
ride out with his majesty in an old 
tweed suit of sober cut, and he always 
selected a quiet horse. 
Following his sojourn at Potsdam 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg’s promo­ 
tion was rapid. He became president of 
the government of Bromberg and presi­ 
dent of the province of Brandenburg, 
from which post he took up the port­ 
folio of Prussian minister of the in­ 
terior. 
He followed Posadowsky as 
imperial minister and showed in par­ 
liament his powers of plain and effec­ 
tive statement. 
He is without the 
graces of expression and the wit of 
Prince von Bulow, but is a man of 
convincing thought and substance. 
Prepared Important Laws. 
Since he became minister of the in­ 
terior Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg bas 
distinguished himself by preparing an 
imperial insurance law and a law con­ 
trolling a right of assemblage, both of 
which passed the reichstag. 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg in his 
political principles is a mild Conserva­ 
tive, but he is most particular in the 
application to himself of the tradition­ 
al policy that the servants of the 
crown must be nonpartisan. While he 
was district governor of Bromberg the 
Conservative interests sought to use 
his influence In a local election, and 
he explained indignantly, “I am an 
administrative official, not an election 
agent.” 
Prince von Billow recently said of 
the new chancellor, “He is a very able 
man and o f wprofound nature.” 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg possess­ 
es an excellent knowledge of the Eng­ 
lish language and is a student of 
American affairs.
